The person originating the call does not specify a particular 
person to be reached, but gives only the number of the tele- 
phone called, or the name or address, under which the tele- 
phone is listed. 

Charges for station-to-station calls shall begin from the 
moment communication is established between the called and 
calling stations. 

Charges for station-to-station calls shall not be ‘‘reversed.’”’ 


PERSON-TO-PERSON SERVICE. 


The person originating the call specifies a particular person 
to be reached. 

Charges for person-to-person calls shall begin from the 
moment communication is established with the specified person 
called. 

Orders for person-to-person calls are accepted only under 
the condition that a limited charge will be made when under 
certain conditions it is impossible to establish communication 
between specified persons. (See Report Charges.) 

Appointment Calls—An appointment call is a person-to- 
person call on which communication is to be established at a 
specified time. 

Messenger Calls.—A messenger call is a person-to-person 


call requiring the use of a messenger to bring the specified 
werson to a public pay station.

LONG DISTANCE RATES FROM LOUISBURG, N. C. 


The rates quoted below show the application of the different classes of telephone 
toll message service to some nearby and long distant points most frequently called. 
Rates to over 70,000 other points may be obtained by asking for ‘‘Long Distance 
Operator.”’ 

To make a long distanee call, call the local operator in the regular way and ask for 
“Long Distance.’’ When the long distance operator answers give her the name of 
town or city desired. If you wish to file a Station-to-Station call, notify the operator 
that you will talk with anyone who answers the telephone at the desired address. If 
- you wish to file a Person-to-Person call, give the operator the name of the particular 
person wanted; in either case, furnish the telephone number desired (if known) 
otherwise give the firm name or the name and initials of the person under whose name 
the telephone is listed, and, if possible, the street address. Then give the number of 
the telephone from which you are calling and your name. 

The rates given below are for the initial period. The report charges apply only to 
person-to-person, appointment and messenger calls which are not completed. Even- 
ing and night rates apply only to station-to-station calls.

IMPORTANT SUGGESTIONS TO USERS 


TERM PERIOD OF CONTRACT: 


The Company’s contracts covering the furnishing of tele- 
phone service are ordinarily for initial term periods of one 
month. Under some special conditions ‘involving unusual in- 
stallation costs-or involving the installation of special equip- 
ment contracts may be: required for longer initial. term 
periods. 


UNAUTHORIZED USE OF THE TELEPHONE: 


The use of a subscriber’s telephone is limited to the sub-.: 


scriber, his family or empolyes in his interest. Subscribers 
have no right to allow its use by other parties. ‘The tele- 
phone may be removed if this condition of the contract is 
disregarded. Subscribers are requested to refer those desir- 
fng the use of the telephone to the nearest PUBLIC PAY 
STATION. Th subscriber assumes responsibility for all 
charges for local messages and foreign messages sent from 
subscriber’s stations and for foreign messages recvived -at 
such station on which the charges are reversed’ with the con- 
sent of the person called. , 


SERVICE CONNECTION CHARGES AND 
CHARGES FOR MOVES AND CHANGES: 


A schedule of fixed charges is established covering the 
connection of a subseriber’s station with the exchange of th; 


Company and covering the charges for moves and changes. - 


These schedules of charges are published in detail in this 
directory. 


USE OF EQUIPMENT OR DEVICES NOT 
FURNISHED BY THE COMPANY 


No instrument, apparatus, appliance or device of any kind 
not furnished by the Company in furnishing service, shall 
be attached to or in any manner used in connection with the 
equipment and lines of the Company; if any instrument, ap- 
paratus, appliance or device of any kind other than that fur- 
nished by the Company is attached to or connected with any 
part of the Company’s said property, the Company shall 
have the right to remove said instrument, apparatus, ap- 
pliance or device or suspend or discontinue service and cancel 


the subscriber’s contract, without any claim on the part of 


the subscriber. 


EMPLOYES NOT ALLOWED TO TRANSMIT 
MESSAGES FOR PATRONS: 


Employes of the Company are forbidden to accept either 
oral or written telephone message to be transmitted by an 
employe of the Company over the lines of the Company. 


TELEGRAMS BY TELEPHONE: 


Telegrams may be transmitted to and received from tele- 
graph offices by telephone. To send a telegram or cable- 
gram, call by name the telegraph company desired. By ar- 
rangement with the Western Union Telegraph Company any 
telephone subscriber may have charges for messages re- 
ceived or sent by Western Union Telegraph Company charged 
to his telephone and collected with his telephone Dill. 


DIRECTORY LISTINGS OR OMISSIONS: 


It is essential to good service that the names and numbers 
of subscribers be correctly listed in the directory. Errors or 
omissions should be promptly reported to the manager. The 
street numbers and character of business of subscribers are 
not essential to the operation of the Company’s business, all 
such data now included in the Company’s directories are 
printed solely for the convenience ef the subscribers, and the 
Company does not guarantee the accuracy of the same, and 
assumes no liability for any error or any consequence thereof. 


CHANGE IN CALL NUMBERS: 


The Company reserves the right to change a mumber as- 
si xed to a subscriber's station or trunk line as the needs of 


its business may require. Subscribers should bear this 
mind when having stationery. printed and it is urged t 
the words ‘‘Home Telephone” be employed instead of the | 
ephone number. 


UNINTERRUPTED SERVICE NOT GUARANTEED: 


The Company’s. obligation to furnish telephone service 
dependent upon its ability to secure and retain suitable fa 
ities and rights for the construction and maintenance of 
necessary circuits.

Service Connection Charges and

; Experience and careful investigation of the entire subject has demon- 


strated the fact that certain service connection charges covering to some 
extent the average cost of the initial expense of establishing service for 
new. subscribers and of furnishing additional facilities to old subscribers 


should be paid by such subscribers and should not be borne by the entire 
body of telephone users. Therefore, a uniform schedule has been prepared 
which embodies rates that should not retard telephone development in any 
section and will place upon subscribers responsible therefor a portion of the 
costs incident to such service connections, leaving the balance as a charge 


on the puSeess: generally. This schedule is as follows:

CHARGES FOR MOVES AND CHANGES 


The charges for moves and changes in equipment will be as follows:

2. For moving any other equipment or wiring from one location to an- 
other on same premises, a charge based on the cost of labor and material. 


3. For change in type or style of telephone set, a charge of $3.00. 


4. For other changes in een or wiring, a charge based on the cost 
af labor and material. 
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
